RUSSIA AND JAPAN, 


Students of Far Eastern affairs 
can never lose sight of the fact 
that there are still echoes of the 
old rivalry between Russia and 
Japan, and the bitterness of 
twenty years ego seoms hardly 
abated. Very little fuel is re- 
quired to feed the flames of 
mutual distrust, even of hatred, 
that have persisted for so long. 
One of these days there might be 
a big flare up in the North, with 
serious consequences, and we are 
not so remote from the possible 
scene of events to be disinterest- 
ed. Trouble has been brewing for 


“|some time at Vladivostock, and 


that itis of some import can be 
gathered from the news cables. 
But what appears to be particu: 
larly grave is the attitude adopt- 
ed by the Soviet Government. 
We are naively told that the 
anti-Japanese measures are due 
to the non-existence of any 
treaty between the two countries. 
Presumably that is Russia's way 
of. indicating the necessity ‘for 
jan agreement of some kind—but 
it Is hardly the best method of 
fostering a rapprochement. A 
complaint its made at Moscow 
that the Japanese placed ob 
stacles in the way of the Soviet 
mission sent to gid in earth- 
quake relief measures. This is 
* consider- 
able annoyance.” Ifwe remem- 
ber rightly, the Government of 
Japan refused to ‘permit the 
Russian mission to ‘disembark, 
and,’ ordered their retim to 
Viadivostock, when it was found 
that the opportunity had been 


‘lseized to launch a campaign of 


Bolshevist propaganda. .Presum- 
ing that allegation against .the 
Russians was true, then ‘their 
expulsion was well merited. 


Whatever way one looks at it, 
one sees the Soviet i is not anxious 


to have peace with Japan. The 
governments of the two countries 
are’ so fundamentally opposed

There is, therefore, 
every reasox why the Govern- 
roent should go ahead with radio, 
and we are hoping that yester- 
day’s vote is only the first of} 
many others yet to come. 


Canton’ 's Latest. 
There is still plenty of evidence 
to show that craft plying on the 
waterways around Canton are 
liable’ to interference. Not 
only are boats’ compelled to 
pay illegal imposts to soldiers 
and brigands, but they stand in 
ever-present fear of being actual- 
ly seized. From accounts which 
have reached us, certain ‘troops 
in Canton have bit upon a 
scheme for raising more money, 
on a promise of gusranteving 
boat-epeople immunity from ‘cap- 
ture. These soidiers have de- 
signed smal! flags of particular 
type which they are’ selling to 
the beat- people for a few dollars 
each, assuring ther that if they 
fly these emblems they will .be 
protected from alt harm. We 
have not yet heard of tha efficacy 
or otherwise! of these emblems, 
but it issaid—and we can well 
believe it—that the soldiers are 
réaping a handsome reward “for 
their enterprise. The whole 
affair. is a sad commentary on 


conditions at‘present prevailing 


in and around the Centon delta.
